Fish cakes for breakfast, are just as good, 
made with the remnants of shad, bluefish, 
or other warm weather catches, as they 
are made with codfish, or even better. Fish 
cakes, with cooked rice, and bread crumbs, 
made with drippings, are also very good, 
though the usual “combine” is with mashed 
potatoes. 

Creamed Sandwiches: Prepare four large 
square sandwiches, cut them in two, and 
place in the oven for five minutes; then pour 
over them a sauce made of half a pint of 
milk, one teas|>oon of butter, yolk of one egg, 
a little salt and pepper, and Hour enough to 
make it the consistency of ordinary gravy; 
pour over the sandwiches and serve at once. 
This is a nice lunch dish, particularly so if 
tlie sandwiches are made of ehicken or veal. 

Cheap Cocoanut Cake. One cup white 
sugar, one egg, two tablespoons butter, one 
cup sweet milk, two cups flour, two tea¬ 
spoons baking powder. Bake in layers. 

Frosting: Whites of two eggs beaten stiff, 
oue cup sugar, one scant teaspoon corn- 
[ starch. Put frosting and cocoanut between 
each layer and over the top. 

White Custard: Heat to tlie point of boil¬ 
ing a pint and a half of sweet cream; mean- 
I while put the whites of four eggs in a large 
l bowl with two ounces of pulverized sugar 
, and any flavor preferred; when the cream is 
hot stir it into the eggs without beating until 
the sugar is dissolved, and then hake the 
custards in cops and set in a pan of water in 
a moderate oven. A sheet of thick brown 
paper should be laid over the tops of the cups

The kindergarten work ex- 
Be tends through tlie four classes next above it, 
each class receiving instruction in clay mod- 
lie eling, paper folding and cutting, aud ilraw- 
A ing, while the three most advanced classes 
receive instruction in mechanical drawing 
‘1. prepaiatory to their work in sloyd. Num- 
lie i^r work in the seventh and sixth classes 
was made very attractive by the use of small, 
;a- bright-colored cubes and spheres, and with 
a colored crayons; the child thus learns uli¬ 
as consciously not only nmnlier, hut color and 
a form as well. This graphic method of illus- 
ir- tratiug problems in arithmetic, even to in¬ 
terest, extended through the entire work in

NEGRO FARMING AT THE SOUTH. 


All through tlie black belt and the adjaci nt 
,,untry, plantations have been cut up and 
ntetl to negroes in “oue-inule farms” of 
• 30 acres each. Other things being equal 
step fmm tlie position of a man who 
simply lets out bis own lalwir to the position 
one who hires a field for its exercise is a 
advance. It furnishes conditions 
huh stimulate intelligence, self-interest 
and power of self-help; it is the roadway 
toward earning a farm and a home. Great 
nuinliers of negroes have taken this initia¬ 
tive. But tlie transition is not easily made, 
arms are not to be had for the asking. The 
gro was not a capitalist. He was without 
credit, and liis capacity for managing his own 
affairs was distrusted. He has had to con- 
nd, aud is still contending, with an oner¬ 
ous system of commercial oppression which 
keeps him down. This is the mortgage sys- 
or the lien on the crop, which prevails 
ery extensively in the black belt. Tlie col¬ 
ored man who hires 23 or 30 acres of land 
pays at tlie lowest one bale ol cotton, worth 
about 530; or sometimes be pays as much as 
two or two and a half bales, equivalent t* 
$100 or 5123 rent. When we know that land 
cau lie bought at from live to seven dollars 
an acre, we see tliat tlie rent in some cases 
equals half the value of tlie farm. If the 
gro raised all his own corn, meat and 
getubles, he would still be able to make 
progress, but lie is dependent for clothes and 
much of his provisions upon tlie storekeeper. 
As he cannot buy with really money he 
mortgages his crop, puying 20 and 25 per 
eut, and iu exceptional cases 100 per cent 
interest ou the amount of his hill. It matters 
not tliat lie does not Iiegin to draw his goods 
Tor three months after tlie contract is made; 
he pays interest just the same on the whole 
amount from the beginning. Add to this 
tliat tlie uegro is charged in tlie first instance 
three or four prices for what he buys, and it 
eau easily be seen thut when the crop is all 
gathered little or nothing of it lielongs to 
him. “1 go to Pennsylvania,” saida colored 
farmer, "and ean buy sugar for six and a half 
flits a pound, but iu North Carolina it is 
ileveu ceuts. The merchant is making 
vast profit.” The colored race has emerged 
from civil bondage. The next step will In¬ 
to come out of a lioinlage which is financial.
